8. The device of claim 1 , wherein the bodyportion is radially 
collapsible and the first and second cuffs cooperate to coj&pse with the body 
portion. 

9. The device of claim 1, whe^in the first and second cuffs are 
sutured to the body. 

10. The device of claim/f, wherein the first and second cuffs are 
made from graft material. 

1 1 . The device o/claim 10, wherein the graft material is PTFE. 

12. The device of claim 10, wherein the graft material is PE. 


1 3 . The device of claim 1 , wherein the shoe device provides the 
body portion with structural integrity. 

14. /The device of claim 1, wherein the shoe device if formed 
from a plastic material. 


15/ The device of claim 1 , the shoe device further comprising a 
plurality of holes which are sized to receive a section of strut.

wherein the shoe device provides the medicaf^evice with atraumatic 
surfaces and structural integrity.
